From Your Editor’s Desk — 


RADIO TALKS 

The past few months our readers have read about the Big Joe, 
Happiness Exchange radio program from New York City. This 
program has helped thousands of persons who have been unfortu- 
nate and in need. To further insure the continuation of this won- 
derful work a “Coin Collection endowment fund was started. On 
hand in a vault are some $4,000. in face value. Coins of all types 
were purchased or donated from the radio listeners. Some of the 
materials are gold type sets; 4,000 Indian cents; patterns; complete 
set of commemorative halves; foreign and U.S. paper monies. 

During this time the Flying Eaglet has been in contact with 
the program by arranging a number of talks on our Numismatic 
Hobby. Two personal appearances have been made by your Editor 
and Nick Salimbene. Some 3 hours radio time was used on inter- 
viewing, talks on various coins, answering questions and acquaint- 
ing the listeners with the coin collecting hobby. Radio time was 
also arranged for our writer of Canada, Harold D. Allen; James 
Brown and Jack Nannery of the Brooklyn and Newark Coin Clubs. 
In all, some 5 hours radio time was consumed through the Happiness 
Exchange Radio Program. These talks no doubt will prove bene- 
ficial to ail in the Coin Collecting hobby. In these talks Big Joe 
and the radio listeners were invited to attend the Newark Coin 
Convention of which Big Joe assured us he will be there. The Flying 
Eaglet will also be there with a table. 

We hope some of our readers may have heard us as the station 
reaches some (16) Eastern States plus Canada and Possessions. 
During the course of the talks some 100 phone calls were received 
with donations of coins, questions of coins and their values. One call, 
a lady asked what her 1894-S dime was worth, being rare (24) were 
struck, she was told it was valuable and to bring it in. The possi- 
bilities are always there of finding a rare piece, for example the 
recent find of the 1943 copper cent.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
stalk and Lincolns ear are a good spot to 
look for wear. On a coin classed as very 
good most lines should be showing, on a 
coin graded fine they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded fine should 
have full liberty, 


5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clear and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, a 
coin classed as very fine has full horn and 
tail snuws on hip, 

10 CENT MERUCUXKY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on cons classed very good some 
fasces lines show, a fine coin should have 
most all lines, 


FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting 
to collect, here are a tew suggestions and 
some advice, First, a coin guide book is 
a@ must. They can be purchasud tor 91.00 or 
more for helpful intormation: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news otf 
help and interest. Most coins can be tound 
in circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coins depends greatly on the 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced, If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins ao not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 


by writing the Treasury Dept., U. S. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. To 


obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 


16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many sets as 
you wish. Commemorative half dollars 


are authorized periodically by Congress. 
These halves when issued are not sold by 
the mints. they are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Congress at face 
value. The Commission then sells the 
halves at a premium.

For the last three years, on the Birth- 
day of the Happiness Exchange, May Ist, Times Square was changed to Happiness 
Exchange Square for that day. 


Times Square, Known the world over for its night life, shows and other entertain- 
ment to the millions of visitors, is located at West 42nd Street and Broadway. Times 
Square is the site for the releasing of the large balloon at 12 midnight each New

W ABC Radio Network Gets “Big Joe and Happiness Exchange” 


The radio listeners can now hear the Happiness Exchange for six hours instead of 
the previous three on the WMGM station. This change will commence Sunday, August 
3, 12 midnight to 6 A.M. WABC, 770 on your dial. This program which gives happiness 
to the needy has already given away over $1,300,000 to help the human race through 
the donations of its listeners. 

To commemorate the 10th Anniversary, medals will be struck in aluminum, bronze 
and gold the size of a half dollar. During the recent interview and coin talk with Jack 
Nannery and James Brown, Numismatists, the suggestion was made to strike coin 
medals for the anniversary. A few days later Nick Salimbene also a numismatist wrote 
to the program highly commending the project with his remittance and request ‘to 
receive the first Coin Medal. Big Joe read this letter over the air. Thus started the 
ball rolling with many listeners phoning and mailing their orders in. Big Joe, has in- 
formed us there will be a limited amount of these medals struck. This program is non- 
profit and therefore tax exempt.

Part Til Final Part of the Series 


This series contains all phases of the printing of U. S. Currency 
and Postage Stamps. 


A number of years ago the Bureau also developed an automatic 
electric eye perforating machine for use in stamp production. Five 
of these machines are used today to perforate the rolls of printed 
stamps. This highly specialized equipment parallels both the old 
and new stamps presses in versatility. It receives the large roll of 
stamps after the completion of the printing process, perforates the 
stamps in both directions, cuts them into individual sheets the size 
of the original plate, 200, 280, 300, 360, or 400 stamps each, and 
delivers them to the end of the perforator in groups of five sheets 
at a time. Only two employees are required to operate each per- 
forator. Each machine is capable of delivering approximately 200 
sheets a minute. 


Those rolls of postage stamps printed from 170- and 384-subject 
plates are perforated on specially-built machines. The perforated 
rolls are then placed on coiling machines and are wound into coils 
containing 100, 500, 1,000 or 3,000 stamps. The Bureau has under 
development new coil processing equipment which, when perfected, 
will be used to process the stamps printed from 432-subject plates. 
This equipment provides a continuous operation for the examination, 
rejection of defective stamps, and for winding, ejecting and wrap- 
ping of the finished coils ready for shipment to the post offices. 
Extensive savings and time will be realized from this equipment 
in the production of coil stamps. 


The sheets of stamps printed from 360-subject plates are assem- 
bled with a mechanical collator of special manufacture. This col- 
lator produces units of 60 books in one collation. In subsequent 
processes these 60-book collations are reduced to single book units 
containing either 12 or 24 stamps of the 3¢ (ordinary) or 12 of the 
6¢ (air mail) denominations. 


Postage stamps are examined and counted by hand in the same 
general way as the currency. Since most of the processes in the 
production of stamps are performed automatically without hand- 
ling, the sheets of finished stamps are examined individually for 
imperfect work which is separated from the perfect sheets. The 
perfect sheets are counted before they are separated into units for 
final processing. The final step in stamp production is the automatic 
wrapping of individual units which are then cartoned and ready for 
delivery to the various post offices throughout the United States. 


The Bureau prints and ships all postage stamps required to 
supply approximately 37,000 post offices in the United States and 
its possessions, of which 3,753 are first class stations. There are 45 
different United States postage stamps printed exclusive of com- 
memorative issues, including 20 denominations of ordinary stamps 
ranging in value from %¢ to $5. Commemorative stamps are fre- 
quently issued and are usually of the 3¢ or 8¢ denominations.

The cost of producing postage stamps in sheet form in the 
fiscal year 1957 was $0.1567 per 1,000 stamps. 


The cost of producing United States currency in the fiscal 
year 1957 was $9.01 per 1,000 notes: and $9.00 per 1,000 notes for 
the Federal Reserve currency. 


The life of a $1 silver certificate is approximately thirteen 
months, Statistics are not available on the other denominations. 
However, it is reasonable to assume that the higher denominations 
of paper currency remain in circulation longer than the $1 notes 
because they are not used as frequently in business transactions. 


The main Bureau building is open to visitors from 8 to 
11 A.M., in the morning, and 12:30 to 2 P.M., in the afternoon, 
Monday through Friday, except legal holidays. The Bureau is 
closed on Saturdays and Sundays. Visitors are escorted on the 
tour by a trained guide, who explains the various operations in 
currency printing. There is no charge for the guide service.

PAPER MONEY 
ROUND-UP 


By Harold Don Allen 
A FRIENDLY TIP 





_ Paper money is an infinitely wide field and, 
while we enjoy in these columns skimming the 
highlights once lightly, we want this month 
to limit ourself not only to the currency of a 

i single institution, but to merely two or three 

individual notes of an obsolete bank. For those notes speak out 

loudly, and every collector seriously interested in any branch of 
paper money owes it to his collection to hear the story those bills 
have to tell. a ; 

We have been doing some highly specialized numismatic re- 
search, for a series of detailed articles now appearing from time 
to time in the CANADIAN NUMISMATIC JOURNAL, and deal- 
ing with the currency issues of a number of early Canadian banks 
now merged with the Bank of Montreal. This kind of reading 
would interest only the specialist, and has no place here. In fact, 
our thoughts were far from EAGLET readers as we sat, surrounded 
by musty ledgers, in the Bank of Montreal’s busy head office, and 
made our notes. We were handling the redemption copies of ob- 
solete bank bills, the “one of each type’ retained by bankers for 
verification purposes should an old bill which tellers do not recog- 
nize be presented to be redeemed. The lovely old notes, crudely 
pasted down in bulky scrap books, bore such historic names as the 
Molsons Bank, Merchants Bank, Bank of British North America — 
there even were crisp specimens of such incredible rarities as the 
negotiable Molsons $6 and $7 bills. But they were not the story 
behind this column. It came with the picking up of a yellowed old 
envelope marked “Commercial Bank of Canada — sample notes.” 








We opened the envelope with great care, for it gave every evidence | 


of not having been touched in twenty, thirty years. (The Com- 
mercial Bank of Canada closed in 1868, but its extremely rare notes 
still would be good.) We opened the envelope 
slivers and fragments of ruined bills fluttered out. 


Some of them, without doubt, represented the only specimens | 


in existence of historic bank note types. 
The paper of remaining portions was too brittle for handling 


but it showed every evidence that the bills had been crisp, uncircu- | 


lated notes! 


The currency had been carefully housed in a holder of celluloid | 


and sealed, light-proof, in the old envelope - 
tury back. 


perhaps half a cen-

What had destroyed the notes? The question beat me, for the 
envelope had been locked in a strong box in the Bank’s vaults, un- 
opened for many years until I came along. 

I went on with my work, but the question troubled me, A 
large part of my savings is in currency rarities, and I’ve no desire 


to find them in fragments when I take them out to put them on | 


display.

The answer, as answers will, turned up when the original ques- 


tion was far from my mind. I had just started my 1958 Coin Week 
report, and was visiting Canada’s senior coin dealer, Jules Mero, 


and browsing through the Coin Week stories in old NUMISMA-| 


TISTS. My eye caught something as I leafed through a seven-year- 
old number, the issue of July, 1951. There, in the Letters column, 
was a contribution of one William H,. Dillistin, headed ‘Paper 
Money Collectors Warning.” The letter related how whole 
sheets of National Currency housed in celluloid had disintegrated 

- into ‘several hundred very brittle pieces.” The envelope con- 
taining the sheets had fallen apart, and notes adjacent to it had 
been damaged. The culprit was identified as the celluloid, cellulose 
NITRATE, which (the letter writer points out) ‘decomposes spon- 
taneously, releasing fumes of highly acidic oxides of nitrogen... 
which cause the complete breakdown of paper and other cellolosic 
material with which they come in contact.” 

“The sheets kept in the envelopes went to pieces entirely, the 
ink on the notes faded, and the fibrous structure of the paper 
broke down completely.’ the writer reports. 

The cellulose ACETATE of which most present-day commer- 
cial holders are made gives every evidence of being inert. So, 
there’s little apparent danger to the user of first day cover albums, 
note holders, ‘“Crystalmount” and other items made of this sub- 
stance. But if you’ve a yearning to ‘do it yourself’ and construct 
your own holders, these paragraphs should convince you to avoid 
CELLULOID like a plague!

WHAT SAY YE ‘LIBERTY BELL’ 

In a request for our readers to find an inscription on the 
Franklin Half Dollar in our previous issue we have received a num- 
ber of replies, all being correct and interesting. As follows is the 
reply of Lt. Adrian Smith, who is stationed in Japan. 

The inscription is on the liberty bell ... Lev. XXV, 10. this is 
a passage meaning “Proclaim liberty through out the land and to 
all inhabitants there of.’’ The writing just below the inscription 
reads... PASS & STOW, Phila., MDCCLIII. This is the names of 
the founders and date 1753. Lt. Smith, also mentions that this 
is the 3rd bell the previous one cracked, The 3rd and present one 
did not crack until July 8, 1835, when being tolled for the body 
of Chief Justice Marshall, who died on the 6th. It was repaired 
for Washington's birthday, 1846, when it cracked again beyond 
repair. It now hangs in the Independence Hall, in Philadelphia. 

George W. Martin, of Duxbury, Mass. says the same but adds 
...I found what I was looking for in the encyclopedia, the inscrip- 
tion is from the bible. Since the order for the founding of the bell 
was given to Robert Charles of London in 1751 it would seem that 
some one was ahead of himself in history. ‘‘And ye shall hallow 
the 50th year and proclaim liberty etc.’ and was in memory of 
Wm. Penn, and the forefathers of the Quakers who settled in 
Pennsylvania 50 years before.

The Westinghouse Electric Cor- 
poration is going to give away 
money. 

The company has_ purchased 
3,000,000 coins from sixteen for- 
eign countries for distribution as 
part of a summer drive to whet 
consumer interest in its major 
appliances. Dealers’ will give 





bags, each containing an agsort- 
ment of seven coins, to anyone 
Who asks for them. 

The company has suggested 
that the bags be kept in Westing- 
house refrigerators. It is expected 
by the company that the dealer 
will show the product when he 
hands over the bag.

Westing- 
house’s “Studio One” television 
program will carry word of the 
drive:on July 28.

In a telephone interview from 
Columbus, Ohio, Richard Burk-

Coins Were in Stock
